Now, it i^ dilGcclt to believe that 
tho nulbor of tho above naaertion was 
cot consoloBB of ita utter uDtiathfalneea when 
he mado it. In the Province ot Oiitaric 
tho allowanco to mombDrs is five dol- 
lurs a day loi' a Bossion of *hirly daya 
acdit over thirty days, §450, tor [In 
sesBiOD: In tho Province of Quebec the 
allowinco is aix dollara a day for a bbs- 
Bion of thirty day», and if over thirty 
daya $600 for tho Beseion, It will bo 
admitted that five dollars a day in 
Ontario is at loaat equal te eight dollars 
hero ; and that four hundred and fifty 
doUtttB for tho aeBsion ia ?ery much bet- 
ter pay than five Londred hero, ii 
\»ill be obeervedlhat the indemnity in 
Qnebeo is very much higher, Surely 
those faclBConld cot have boeo uuknowu 
tj our contemporary when the above 
quoted gross misalatement was peunod, 
The proposition that this Province is 
poor and cannot, therefore, be expected 
te indemnify its roproeontatives as faily 
SB a woaliby Province like Ontario, is 
Boaroely tenable. Were the question 
ono of paying mombers, the case might 
be different, althoagh wo are not pre- 
paied to admit that, in proportion to 
population and roaourcefl, Bntish 
Columbia can be regarded ns a poor 
Province as compared with Ontario. 
But, it will bo obBcrved,that the qDCBtioii 
ig not one of romunoratirn, bat indom- 
nificaiion. Tho propOBiiiou is nob lo 
pay membere, either here or in the 
oiher Proviooea ; but merely to Indem- 
nify them in their just and reasonable 
expenses. As the law now stands it al- 
lows fifteen cants a mile for traveling 
cspenaes, a rate palpably inadaqnate 
as regards Ihoso to whom it chiefly 
applies, and five doUatB a day, 
or two hundred and fifty dollftrs 
for the whole eossioD.' Now it 
will hardly be contended that the sum 
of two hundred and fifty doll«r« will go m 
iai ID Victoria as f9ur hnndrsd and fifty 
dollars io Toronto, or fix hundraddolUrs in 
Qaebec. When oui coniamporary succeeds 
in proving lljtt it will have made out a obbp, 
b«( ool one which would entUle it to oull ibe 
members of oat Legidlature thiavea and 
felons. Bat thia anbjeot ought to bo regard- 
ed in its larger nnd more important beaticg. 
KeepoDsible institutions b&ve jual benn lu- 
Buzuraled, and it is efsential to the buc- 
•eesful working ot iboEO iastitutioDa that tbe 
moru remote District) fhould be proporly rc- 
preseoied. Thia wo cannti expaec lo be tho 
aaie il the membara coming Irom a diBlinco 
ore to bo largely out of pooket for their rea- 
BonablBCxpeBEee io atior-diog each etssioa. 1 bo 
ineviiable oooeefiueDoe of iLdemoiljiDf^ tbtra 
properly would bs that dis'ani Districts would 
be gradually driven to aleol goDileraeD resid- 
iog ot the seat of governaieDl, BQiJ ibus the 
represontativcsfoi oulljiOK Dislnots would 
cot ae a rule, posstm the important Bdv»n- 
togu of a thorough peisonal koowledgo of 
their conttilueDciep. That wcnid; of coorsp, 
lead to coQiralizatioD; and ceLtralizatioe 
would tesnll in agitalioD lor lbs removal ol 
tbttseat of GovarnmeDl to soma oaatrsl poioi 
on Ibe MainloDd, or a diimptioo of the Prc- 
vlnce.

Bume dilvinc a sirii^li', homo a doutjle inm, 
uud eilendiug tboir cporaiionB many miles 
into the ooaotry, wbiie io a low idHiuncos l>ie 
buBineas ie canted ou with iho cuast bohu- 
ruenta by means ol junks or boats.
